Privileged was second in the Belmont Futurity, making a great rush at the 
end after suffering interference, with Sir Damion, and Dawn Play behind him. Privileged also was sec- 
ond in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes (1 mile) and third in the Sanford Stakes. He bowed a tendon | 
in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, but came back at three to win two races and finish second in the 
| Lawrence Realization (15s miles). 
A RACE HORSE PHYSICALLY AND MENTALLY } 
Privileged stands 15‘ hands and is a solid colored rich bay. He is a compact horse with an ex- | 
| cellent shoulder, short back, powerful quarters, beautifully balanced, with as well made feet and legs | 
| as could be wished for. Privileged has a masculine muscular neck and extremely bloodlike head. His 
} large eye and sensitive small ear indicate the intelligence and even disposition that was his. Privileged 
was a race horse physically and mentally. 

PRIVILEGED STOUTLY BRED 

Privileged is a son of *Sir Gallahad III, Classic winning race horse in France, and prepotent sire 
in America. *Sir Gallahad III is by *Teddy whose blood is a dominant factor on the Turf of the entire 
world. Plucky Liege, the dam of *Sir Gallahad III, was also prepotent. Privileged’s female ancestry is 
strong and the source of many great sires, including Upas, Gallinule and Spion Kop. It’s the No. 19 
family that also produced Isonomy and Tracery. Privileged’s pedigree contains five crosses to Bend Or, 
five to Galopin with two coming through St. Simon. |

THIRD DAM SNOW MARTEN BY MARTAGON. Snow Marten won the Oaks, ete., and pro- 

duced the stakes winner Kalindi (Ham Produce Stakes, etc., and producer), Glen Eagle (October Handi- { 

cap, etc.), and the producers *Odessa and Royal Ermine. 

FOURTH DAM SIBERIA BY ST. SDMON. Siberia was a grand race mare whose victories in- 

clude the Yorkshire Oaks (1144 miles), Jockey Club Stakes (1°; miles), and $49,060. Siberia was half- 
sister to Electra, winner of One Thousand Guineas, etc., and dam of Orpheus, good stakes winner and 
sire; Salamandra, second in Oaks and dam of Salmon-Trout winner of St. Leger, ete., and sire, and 
grandam of Epigram, winner Doncaster and Goodwood Cups, etc. in 1938. Many other celebrated horses 
of the present day spring from Siberia. 

| FIFTH DAM SIRENIA BY GALLINULE. Sirenia was a grand race mare, winner of Kempton 

| Park Great Jubilee, Duke of York, National Produce Stakes, etc., and produced the winners of $142,455. 

She was sister to Llangibby (Eclipse Stakes, etc.) and Hammerkop, great race mare and dam of Spion 
Kop, winner of the Derby and sire of Felstead, winner of the Derby. } ? 

| . SIXTH DAM CONCUSSION BY REVERBERATION. Concussion did not race but produced the 
winners of $170,845. Concussion’s dam was half-sister to Moorhen, dam of the good race horse and 
superior sire Gallinule. This is a distinguished branch of the No. 19 family, famous for its great race 
horses, producers, and sires.

Granville raced in two seasons. As a 2-year-old he beat Reaping, Ceiling, 
and others in an allowance race and was third, beaten two noses, in the Babylon 
Handicap. He also was third in the Champagne Stakes, to Brevity and Snark. 


As a 3-year-old Granville won the Belmont Stakes (beating Mr. Bones, Holly- 
rood, Brevity, and others), Classic Stakes (beating Count Morse, Mr. Bones, etc.), 
Kenner Stakes (carrying top weight), Travers Stakes (beating Sun Teddy, Count 
Morse, and others in the mud), Saratoga Cup (in which he beat Discovery eight 
lengths on a sloppy track), and the Lawrence Realization. Granville was beaten a 
nose in the Preakness Stakes and by the same margin by Firethorn, a 4-year-old, 
in the Suburban. In the Kentucky Derby Granville’s rider was unseated at the 
start. 


Granville entered the stud in 1937. His first foals will be 2-year-olds in 
1940. Granville represents one of the world’s greatest sire lines today.

Balladier was an outstanding 2-year-old. He defeated Omaha, Today, and others 
in the United States Hotel Stakes, won the Champagne Stakes at Belmont Park (6!2 
furlongs in 1:16%5, new track record, with 124 pounds up), again beating Omaha (117). 
He was second in the Futurity after being jammed at the start and forced back to last 
place. Injuries received in the Futurity ended his racing career. Blue Warbler, dam of 
Balladier, won the Spinaway and Matron Stakes. Balladier is a three-quarter brother 
to Barn Swallow, winner of Tomboy Handicap, Matron Stakes, Kentucky Oaks, and Ala- 
bama Stakes. 

The first crop of foals by Balladier are now yearlings; they are excellent individuals, 
and several of them have shown exceptional promise in trials. At Saratoga two of his 
vearlings were sold; one brought $10,600, the other, $4,200.

Supplementary Entries 


to stories published recently, there 
is a possibility that the conditions of the Bel- 
mont Stakes will be changed to approximate those 
of the Preakness Stakes. In recent years the 
Belmont has had $25,000 added, and the gross 
value of the race, accumulating from nomination 
fees and subsequent payments, has been more 
than twice that amount. But sometimes the best 
$-year-olds are not among the eligibles, since 
nominations must be made for horses that are 
weanlings or yearlings. 

The Kentucky Derby conditions provide for late 
nominations, at a time when the class of the pre- 
vious year’s 2-year-olds has been well established. 
The nomination fees are low, and the best horses 
available are generally made eligible. Most of 
the gross value of the race is accounted for by 
the added money. Conditions at Belmont Park in 
the past have not permitted such large amounts 
of added money for a single fixture. The execu- 
tives who guide these two great races have made 
their decisions well, and, in making the choice 
between the certainty of a good field and the 
certainty of a high gross value in proportion to 
added money, have chosen the conditions which 
best suited their respective needs. 

Now it is reported that Belmont Park may pos- 
sibly seek to compromise with the disadvantage 
of its plan by providing for supplementary nom- 
inations 

If this compromise is made it will detract 
something from the prestige of the race among 
breeders, THE BLOOD-HORSE believes. Many breed- 
ers have expressed to us their opinion that sup- 
plementary entries are not fair. They have ob- 
jected strenuously to making nominations and 
subsequent payments in a race which is not actu- 
ally closed. Some of them have estimated that it 
would be much cheaper for them to wait and find 
out whether they have a horse worthy of being 
nominated at the supplementary closing than to 
keep eligible all their likely prospects. But they 
dislike the idea of a race in which one owner 
must accept one set of chances and another owner

may come in under different conditions. Let 
everybody take the same chance, they say. 

It may be that a race course can fix the con- 
ditions for supplementary entries so precisely that 
those who take advantage of the privilege will 
have no mathematical advantage over the earlier 
nominators. THE BLOOD-HORSE has no opinion on 
that score. We are merely passing along the re- 
action of several breeders who in the past have 
been nominators. 

The Belmont Stakes has been a great race. If 
we consider it against the background of Ameri- 
can pedigrees and its part in selecting the mate- 
rial for those pedigrees, the Belmont outranks 
every other race in the history of the American 
Turf. It still furnishes a most important crite- 
rion for judging breeding material. If the shorter 
Kentucky Derby and the Preakness Stakes en- 
tirely supersede it as a standard for judging 
prospective breeding stock, it will be to the even- 
tual disadvantage of the American Thoroughbred. 
Hence we hope that the executives of Belmont 
Park will find means to keep this great mile-and- 
a-half event in the forefront of the country’s 
stakes races. 

The history of the Belmont Stakes testifies 
plainly that speed-plus-stamina, as distinguished 
from speed without stamina, is the primary con- 
sideration in selecting stock for breeding. In the 
past we have let American racing gravitate more 
and more toward sprinting, and we have let Eng- 
land and France furnish the animals which have 
kept the American Thoroughbred from deterio- 
rating toa quarter-horse. Now we are looking to 
South America for a similar service. But if we 
have our own distance racing we shall become 
independent. We need the Belmont Stakes more 
than ever. We need the Lawrence Realization, 
and we need dozens of other such races, for one 
or two cannot very well stand alone. 

The Belmont Stakes and the few other noted 
distance races in New York are a precious herit- 
age, since they are our only tests of stamina 
with such a wealth of tradition behind them. We 
bope they can be made more popular without 
being made less worthy.

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John H. Morris 
Remembers 


SAW where you'd been up in Jersey. Went 
right by Mr. Withers’ old place there close 
to Red Bank, didn’t you? And going to Holmdel 
you were right at Gideon and Daly’s farm. Matt 
Byrnes used to train Haggin’s horses there at 
Eatontown—had Salvator there. That’s good 
country. Used to have good racing. 

People going from New York used to go over 
to Jersey City and catch the train down to Red 
Bank and Long Branch. Didn't take long; 
through trains for the races ran like the devil. 
Most people got off at Long Branch and took 
carriages back to Monmouth Park. All kinds of 
rigs on the road; you couldn’t turn around, there 
were so many. Lots of people stayed in the 
hotels at Long Branch through the meeting. 
Some people went down from New York on the 
boat. I tried the boat once—but never again. 
I'd be walking along the street with a fellow and 
I'd step high like an old blind horse. He'd say, 
“What the devil's the matter with you?” and I'd 
say, “Didn’t you see that wave there?” 

When Mr. Withers opened the new Monmouth 
Park you could hardly get in for the people. Old 
man Withers was a regular Widener. Did every- 
thing on a grand scale. Wanted everything fine. 
Put up lots of big stables. The grandstand ran 
with the track I reckon two or three hundred 
yards, and 150 feet deep, I guess; you never saw 
anything like it. Had crowds of thirty and forty 
thousand. This was the new Monmouth track. 
The old one was about a quarter-mile away; we 
used to walk our horses from the old one to the 
new. At the old track they used to have fifteen 
or twenty thousand people pret’ near all the time. 
Harry Bassett and Longfellow raced there. When 
old man Harper shipped from here to Baltimore 
to run against Harry Bassett there was a great 
big placard on the car: “On my way to Long 
Branch to meet my friend Harry Bassett.” 

Like I said, Mr. Withers wanted everything big. 
You never saw such a wide track as he had at 
the new Monmouth. There was a straight mile 
chute that reached almost to Eatontown; the 
horses up there were so far away you thought 
they were dogs. Where the chute came out on 
the main track, the main track must have been 
150 feet wide. Sometimes they ran around the 
track in one direction, sometimes in the other. 
John McCafferty—-he had been a great jockey 
—had some horses racing there. He ran a horse 
and bet on him like everything. Had a little 
cross-eyed boy-——-I forget his name—riding him. 
Told the boy they’d give him so much if he 
won. The horse won, paid about a hundred to 
one. They didn’t give him but $200. Four or 
five days later they had another longshot going, 
bet on him heavy, told the boy this time they’d 
really pay him off if he won. This time they 
ran the reverse way of the track, and when they 
went past the chute on the turn the cross-eyed 
boy went up the chute and out toward Eaton- 
town. McCafferty was telling somebody about 
it, and they said, “Well, you couldn’t expect him 
to do anything else.” 

I never won but one race at Monmouth, a sell-

No, I never raced at Guttenberg. I didn’t want 
none of that night racing. I had to make a living;

There had been some discussion as to the color 
of Domino. He was registered as a brown, was 
called “The Black Whirlwind,” and was remem- 
bered by a few persons as a very dark chestnut. 
How did Mr. Morris remember him? 


Domino was a black horse, with a white foot 
behind. One of the craziest yearlings ever broke 
—very nervous, in the air all the time. When 
they were breaking him as a yearling he looked 
like a jumping-jack, always in front, lunging and 
pulling. He was straight on his legs, had bad legs 
all his life. People didn’t see how Lakeland kept 
him going. He was a little light-waisted horse, 
not much bigger round than this cane. But he 
had a good man training him. People down at 
Brighton Beach used to stand their horses in salt 
water. Sometimes be twenty or thirty horses 
down there in the ocean. Lakeland’s stable was 
right up next to the track on one side, right next 
to the ocean on the other. Used to keep Domino 
in there every day. Domino showed a heap of 
temper when he was racing. Used to hate Fred 
Taral (hardest-hitting whip-rider of his day). 
They used to have to throw a rubbing cloth on his 
eyes till Taral was in the saddle. Then he was 
all right.

Minimum by Law 


N unexpected but a very welcome action on 

the part of the Illinois State Racing Com- 
mission is a ruling providing that a license shall 
not be granted to any track offering a daily dis- 
tribution averaging less than $6,800 daily. Not 
that this would do for universal application, but 
it is well enough suited to Illinois. With the pop- 
ulation that the Illinois tracks have to draw on, 
there is little excuse for purses running below 
a $700 minimum (the average purse would be 
$850 under the ruling), with enough better races 
carded to raise the average to the required figure. 
There will probably be a sharp howl from Fair- 
mount Park and Sportsman’s Park, but I see no 
reason why horsemen wouldn't like to hear it. 


Racing commissions have a three-fold obliga- 
tion, at least in theory. As tax gatherers for the 
state most of them are pretty industrious. As 
guarantors to the public that racing is properly 
conducted perhaps a half-dozen do all that can 
be expected of them, and most do as well as they 
can, though it must be admitted that there are 
commissioners in some states who wouldn’t know 
whether it was properly conducted or not. But 
far too few commissions recognize any obligation 
to horsemen with regard to seeing that purse dis- 
tribution is reasonable, judged in the light of the 
support racing receives and of the profits made 
by racing organizations. It is fair to say that 
some tracks do not have to be prodded, but there 
are some others which need it badly. 

The Illinois commission has made a pretty good 
prod. 


Horse and Horseman 


OMES word that Country Life has a gold 

bridle (or bit, maybe?) for Challedon as the 
horse of the year, and a pair of gold spurs for G. 
H. (Pete) Bostwick, as the horseman of the year. 
The award to Challedon (which has now joined 
Barbara Fritchie as the patron saint of Fred- 
erick, Md.) seems reasonable enough and his 
record certainly needs no comment here. But 
Pete Bostwick has deserved to be the horseman 
of the year since Malicious was a yearling. 

This reflection, and the fact that everyone who 
owns or can rent a typewriter is selecting horses 
of the year, handicapping 2-year-olds, and in one 
way or another passing judgment on the waning 
year, suggests a general pastime for the coming 
year. A decade ends with 1940, one which saw 
racing take a terrific tumble and then climb to 
a record expansion. A lot of good horses went 
past the judges since January 1, 1931. If any- 
body wants to do some high-powered selecting, 
let him pick the horse of the decade. By way of 
practice, he might first select the leader from 
the triumvirate foaled in 1928, Equipoise, Twenty 
Grand, and Mate. After that has been accomp- 
lished, the winner could be stacked up with Dis- 
covery, War Admiral, Omaha, Cavalcade, Top 
Flight, Seabiscuit, Challedon, and others which 
will come to mind. 

But any trophies for the horseman of the dec- 
ade—meaning a person who can do things with 
horses—might just as well be mailed to Mr.

Bostwick in time for Christmas. If any one else 
in the decade has ridden successfully in two 
countries, including the course at Aintree, driven 
Standardbreds, trained stakes winners on the 
flat, and played high-goal polo with almost mo- 
notonous regularity, he has been hidden under a 
bushel. 


The Padded Cells 


LTHOUGH opinion in favor of the new start- 

ing devices, such as the Puett gate, seems 
virtually a unanimous endorsement, there are oc- 
casional regrets because it represents another step 
in the ‘‘mechanization” of racing. Here and there 
an unhappy soul points out that the horses are 
started by electricity, timed (at some tracks) by 
electricity, and the order of their finish is deter- 
mined by electrically operated cameras. And 
under the stands patrons bet into an electric 
totalizator. 

It seems to me that these objections should be 
disallowed, and a fine levicd for a frivolous claim 
of foul. A horse race is from flag to finish pole, 
and any device which can get the starters off 
evenly, and any device which can determine be- 
yond dispute the exact order of finish, should be 
welcome. I hope I have as much regard for tra- 
dition as anyone, but a tradition of delayed and 
uncertain starts is no precious one. No one has 
succeeded in introducing any mechanism (I ex- 
cept batteries) to control or affect the actual 
running of a race, and it is the contest itself that 
matters. 

If foes of mechanization are going about seek- 
ing an object of attack, I would suggest that they 
concentrate on those croaking triple horns which 
blast out the information that it is only five min- 
utes to post time, that the daily double will pay 
$42.80, that Sands of Egypt is in front at the far 
turn, that Dr. Hurry is wanted at the judges’ 
stand. Time was when a man could hear himself 
think between races. 


Fleas 


NE of the saddest arguments I know is the 

one that handbooks, “by keeping interest 
alive,’ are a benefit to racing. Actually racing 
needs handbooks like a dog needs fleas, and the 
argument is made entirely from the flea’s point 
of view. 

Consider these phenomena: Bay Meadows had 
a sharp drop in betting this fall. Tanforan be- 
gan racing on November 14, with the same 
horses, and had an even sharper decrease for its 
first few days, then suddenly jumped well past 
its 1938 figures. In Maryland, Pimlico, Laurel 
Park, and Havre de Grace had but indifferent fall 
meetings, but Bowie, opening November 16 with 
a distinctly lower class of horses (that is, the 
very best horses were in retirement), had its 
best meeting in years. About November 15 Na- 
tionwide News Service began folding up, and on 
November 18 the wires were nearly all dead. 

There are two explanations: there was a very 
sudden upward surge of interest in racing in San 
Francisco and Maryland about November 18, or 
the crippling of the handbooks sent more people 
and more money to the tracks. Take one.

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The Man Who Sold 
A Million Horses 


OHNNY MUTH, who, no matter what kind of 

horse you want, can find it for you “right out 
here at the edge of town,” was in the office of 
THE BLoop-HORSE a few days ago with two of his 
customers, Miss Maxine Sheehan and C. A. Con- 
way, both of Lander, Wyo. Miss Sheehan has a 
few Thoroughbred and half-bred mares on her 
ranch, has decided that she would like to raise a 
few foals to race under her own colors. So she 
had come to Lexington to buy a mare or two, and 
possibly a yearling, and had brought Mr. Conway 
along to help pick them out. While she and Mr. 
Muth went out to close a deal we corralled Mr. 
Conway and shot him so full of questions that he 
went out staggering. The answers are strung to- 
gether below. 

Cc. A. Conway supposes, with some justification, 
that he has bought and sold about as many horses 
as anyone else. How many? “Oh, something 
like a million, I guess,” he said. 

“I was the first man in the horse commission 
business in Wyoming. Now there are very few 
left; at least, I’m the oldest one. I was sales man- 
ager for the Montana and Wyoming Horse Breed- 
ers Protective Association from 1900 to 1914. In 
1900 we held the first range horse auction sale in 
Wyoming. I had previously shipped them to 
Eastern markets. In 1900 we began auctioning 
them in carload lots. There would be 25 to 30 
head in a carload, depending on the number of 
little ones included. We sold from 3,500 to 7,500 
head twice a month during the season, say from 
May to October. The buyers came mostly from 
Eastern and Southern sections of the United 
States. Nearly all the horses were shipped east 
of the Missouri River. For the association I sold 
323,600 horses in 14 years. 

“During the war my association and I took a 
contract for 40,000 horses to be sold in France, 
besides other orders. From 1927 to 1933 I was 
general manager of the C. B. C. Ranch Company, 
owned by Chappell Brothers, of Rockford, Ill. 
They had a tremendous business, slaughtering 
horses for animal feed and for export. Besides 
the ranch where I was in charge they also had an 
outfit in South Dakota and three in Montana. 
About seven or eight years ago the commercial 
price of horses got high enough that it was no 
longer profitable to slaughter and process the 
meat, and the Chappells decided to sell out. When 
they started to sell out in 1933 they had over 
90,000 horses on hand. 

“Last year we finished selling off the Chappell 
horses and I also sold the land, in which I had a 
personal interest. I’m still buying horses in car- 
load lots on order, and have about all I want to 
do. Since 1933 I have sold about 300 carloads of 
horses (and a few mules) to the Cape Girardeau 
(Missouri) Horse and Mule Commission, other 
big orders to the Virginias and Carolinas. I have 
sold horses to almost every state east and south 
of Wyoming. 

“The range horse business is gone. The war 
destroyed it. During the World War breeding 
stock in the East was built up until there was no 
demand for the relatively inferior types from the 
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range. The western horses were left on the 
range. There was no castration. The animals 
multiplied, and their average type became worse. 
Then the slaughtering business came along, lasted 
a few years; now it’s gone. 

“Today the range horse is unimportant. Under 
the Taylor Act we have complete Government 
control of the public domain, or open range, the 
purpose of the Taylor Act being, presumably, to 
keep the range from being overstocked. Now if 
a man wants the privilege of running a range 
horse business he must have connections in the 
State, must be a landowner himself, and must 
pay 35 cents a head for every six months the 
horses are on the public land. This acts to keep 
down the number of horses, and also means that 
the animals will be fewer and with more quality, 
since they grow up under closer supervision than 
formerly and are culled rather closely. But the 
range horse as we knew it before 1933 is gone. 

“Prices? Well, when I had my first sale in 
1900-—it was from June 12 to 16 at Gillette, Wyo. 

the horses averaged a few cents over $18 a 
head. That was at a time when horses being 
shipped to St. Louis on consignment weren't 
bringing $5 a head. The highest prices I ever 
got at auction were around $200 for mares with 
colts at side. In that sale, in 1912, the average 
over all for a four-day sale of about 3,400 head 
was $78. I think that was the highest range 
horse sale in history. 

“But in 1926 I bought horses in three classes, 
the smallest sizes for $3 a head, the medium-sized 
ones, up to 1,000 pounds, for $6, and from 1,100 
up to 1,500 pounds for $10. Some of these horses 
are bred very much toward the draft type, thick- 
boned and very solid. I’ve seen horses that 
wouldn’t stand more than 15 hands, or 15.1, that 
would weigh as much as 1,500 pounds. A good 
western type mare, such as we send South for 
mule-breeding, will bring from $40 to $70 nowa- 
days. 

“To give you an idea of the change in the busi- 
ness, before the war we used to have all our 
mares classified and would put them in bunches 
with stallions especially chosen for them. That 
kind of breeding went on until 1914. After that 
the horses were left to run wild. Before 1914 I 
could go out and quietly bring in a stallion and 
his band of mares. But afterwards they were so 
wild that I had to devise a portable corral to catch 
them. 

“During this period we would use a round-up 
crew of about eight riders, a cook, a day and a 
night horse ranger to take care of around 125 
saddle horses that would be needed for the work. 
We would set up the portable corral on some 
natural runway and would catch anywhere from 
50 to 300 horses a day. From 60 to 90 per cent 
of the horses were unbranded. We shipped the 
matured animals, including the worst specimens 
among the wild mares, to Rockford. The young 
ones we castrated and turned loose. I have cas- 
trated from 40 to 100 stallions a day in many a 
round-up. 

“In this operation speed was the elemental 
consideration. We caught the horse by his front 
feet, quickly tied one of the hind feet in with the 
fore feet, then, using a special sort of hitch, drew 
the other hind foot close up to the withers. The 
only other equipment was a pocket knife and 
some disinfectant. If a horse got too hot and ex- 
cited before we could tie him up, we simply let 
him go. We had very little trouble with infection 
—almost none. 

“In these round-ups I had a small corral put up 
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next to the large corral, and the horses would be 
let out into the smaller one for me to make my 
selections. It was a matter of a few minutes to 
go through a small lot, taking note of conforma- 
tion and arriving at a conclusion as to ages. In 
the range horse we had very few natural blem- 
ishes, and virtually no bad eyes, unless they had 
been knocked out. Splints, curbs, osselets, spav- 
ins, and such appeared only in negligible quanti- 
ties. The most common difficulty was crooked 
ankles, resulting from lack of care of the feet. 
Horses with such troubles were charged off as a 
loss, given away, or sold as killers. The biggest 
percentage of such animals nowadays are used as 
bait for coyotes, mountain lions, and bears. But 
the feet of these wild horses were usually found 
in the best condition, that is, except on sandy 
ranges, where feet become shelly and flat. 

“In these wild herds it is the general impres- 
sion that the stallions will kill one another off 
and that the survivor gathers a large band of 
mares about him and lives the life of a sultan. 
But that impression is incorrect. After the range 
horses were left untouched and unculled for years 
there would be a stallion to a mare, or possibly 
one stallion would have two or three mares in his 
bunch. More than half of the wild horses on the 
Red Desert in Wyoming today are stallions. This 
is probably accounted for by the fact that there 
is a little market for the mares, but none for the 
males. If I could get an order of a cent a pound, 
plus freight, for horses right now, I could furnish 
10 cars a month for several months from these 
run-down herds. 

“But under present conditions the wild horse 
isn't much good to anybody. Because of the 
higher commercial value of horses, western breed- 
ers are keeping their stock under closer inspec- 
tion. They cull them out carefully, and generally 
give them more attention. They have even begun 
to hire veterinarians to castrate their stallions. 

“As for type, the modern western horse inclines 
somewhat toward the Percheron, with Belgian 
characteristics next in demand. F'ew breeders 
have used the light breeds to cross on their native 
stock. But there is now more of a disposition to 
do so. In the days when the range horse was al- 
lowed to run wild and was rounded up only oc- 
casionally, a few people tried Thoroughbred blood. 
It didn’t work. It was the custom then not to 
break the horses from the range until they were 
mature. By that time, if they had any Thorough- 
bred blood, they were so wild that they were al- 
most unconquerable. There was too much spirit 
in the Thoroughbred; you couldn’t break his will. 
But now that the western horse is being handled 
and broken much earlier, the Thoroughbred cross 
furnishes our best stock. 

“I don’t suppose any private individual who 
comes after me will handle more horses than I 
have. The production of surplus horses in the 
West has ended. We figure it takes 40 acres of 
range for a horse in that country, and you can 
pasture five sheep on that same 40 acres. And 
since the land has been brought under strict con- 
trol, people naturally are using it the way it 
makes most money.” J. A. E.

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New Jockey Club Members 


HEN The Jockey Club met in New York 

November 28 there were eight vacancies in 
that body, limited to 50 members. When the 
meeting was over only one place remained un- 
filled, for The Jockey Club, electing on the largest 
scale in its history, had chosen seven persons for 
membership. 


Two of the new men were breeders in Mary- 
land: W. L. Brann, owner of Glade Valley Farm 
at Frederick, known this season chiefly as the 
owner of the champion Challedon, and Howard 
Bruce, one of the founders of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association. Mr. Bruce has long been 
leader of the Maryland Democratic State Com- 
mittee, and is expected to be a candidate for the 
United States Senate next year. Mr. Brann 
maintains his residence at Hillsdale, N. Y. 


Two New Yorkers were among the seven: Whit- 
ney Stone, associated with his father in the oper- 
ation of Morven Stud in Virginia, and Ogden 
Phipps, owner and breeder (and national amateur 
court tennis champion). 


The other three elected to membership were 
Robert J. Kleberg, one of the owners of the King 
Ranch in Texas; Arnold Hanger, of Kentucky, a 
steward at Keeneland, owner of the smart 2-year- 
old Roman Flag, and formerly a partner of the 
late Silas B. Mason; and James Cox Brady, of 
New Jersey, also an owner and breeder, and re- 
portedly a probable member of the New Jersey 
Racing Commission.

The second closing of the Belmont Stakes and 
Lawrence Realization of 1941 is for yearlings, by 
subscription of $50 each to either race.

Double Talk 


ALIFORNIA, the screwball State, has devel- 

oped a new cult of horse breeding. A number 
of pedigree experts, reasoning by analogy from 
some unbelievable ‘scientific’? generalizations 
from human heredity, have worked out a system 
by which a horseman can take the coat color of a 
foal and the coat color of its parents and predict 
all manner of things concerning the future of the 
foal. Some of these experts have gone on record 
that they can predict racing class, distance pref- 
erence, track-condition preference, and durability 
by simply considering coat color. The system 
by which they make these remarkable predictions 
sounds as if it had been invented by Dr. Seuss in 
collaboration with Rube Goldberg and Joe Cook. 
But, like anything else which promises a short 
cut to a good horse, it is apparently gaining con- 
verts. 


The latest issue of the California monthly 
Thoroughbred Breeding, official bulletin of the 
Institute of Thoroughbred Breeding, includes an 
article on the subject by Jack Peterson. Says 
Mr. Peterson: 


It has been found that MALE children will have the 
same finger print type and blood class as the mother, 
and FEMALE children will retain the finger pent and 
blood type of the father; all this providing the finger 
print and blood types of the parents are dissimilar. 

If, however, the parents belong to the same group in 
this respect, the MALE offspring will inherit character- 
istics from the strongest genes of the father's father. 
while the FEMALE offspring will retain the strongest 
genes of the mother’s mother. 

Thus we see a first and second complete evolution. 

In the study of the genetics of horse-breeding, COLOR 
is used as an indicator of the horse’s heredity. By 
noting the color of a colt and studying his lineage, 
much can be learned to determine his future worth. 

Horses most often inherit their color and running 
ability from one parent and their disposition and in- 
ternal strength from the other. Each time you mate 
a stallion and mare of different colors and get a colt 
the color of either the dam or sire, there has been en- 
acted a single evolution of genetics. All the character- 
istics of the colt will be inherited from the combined 
genes of both sire and dam, but the color of the colt 
will indicate its future conformation and racing ability. 
as it will follow the characteristics of the parent having 
the same color: its blood strength and disposition will 
of necessity be derived from the other parent. 

The mating of different colors and getting an inter- 
mediate color is also a single evolution of genetics, and 
the darkest colored parent will predominate the colt’s 
future conformation and running ability, while the blood 
strength and disposition will follow the opposite sex. 

Calculations indicate that when you mate two differ- 
ent colors and get a fractional color, such as black and 
brown producing a bay, the result is a single evolution 

lus the qualities of but ONE of the parents’ parent. 

hereby the MALE COLT has inherited many of the 
characteristics of the dam's sire, while the FILLY COLT 
receives the addition of many of the points of the 
sire’s dam. 

This is also the case when you mate two like colors 
and get a fractional outside color, such as a brown and 
brown, producing a bay. 

When you mate the same colors and get a colt of the 
same color, there has been enacted a double evolution 
of genetics, and the genes or characteristics revert back 
-one generation to the same sex, whereby the MALE 
colt will follow the lines of the sire’s father and the 
FILLY colt will follow the lines of the dam's mother. 

If you mate the same colors and get an entirely dif- 
ferent colored colt, such as a black and black producing 
a chestnut, there has been enacted a triple evolution of 
genetics and it reverts back one generation, but again 
the sex crosses as it did in the first evolution, whereby 
the conformation and ability of the MALE colt will 
follow the dam's mother. while its blood strength and 
disposition will be derived from the sire’s father; a 
FILLY colt being just the reverse. 
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The fourth evolution is enacted when two different 
colors are mated and there is produced an ENTIRELY 
different colored colt, such as a black and chestnut 
producing a gray colt. In such a case the evolution of 
genetics has reverted back two or more generations 
and the inherited characteristics become a matter of 
guess work or luck, as it involves the combined genetics 
of 14 to 30 horses. 

In that last-cited example, the principal guess- 
work would concern the identity of the grey stal- 
lion which had sired that grey colt. 

The above extract from the writings of Mr. 
Peterson is set down merely as an exhibit of 
double talk. It is as safely removed from refuta- 
tion as the story of the walrus and the carpenter. 

But this is the way systems are built. You 
make a few elastic generalizations, cite a few ex- 
amples, drag in a few authorities (scientific au- 
thorities are recommended), and complicate mat- 
ters enough to insure that your followers don't 
quite follow you. When you have them sold on 
the system. they begin to realize that they don't 
quite understand it, and they need expert guid- 
ance—which you gladly furnish. 

In most systems, however, the nonsense is 
somewhat better concealed than in the latest one. 
Nonsense is all right to start a system with, but 
it must be wrapped in verbiage which gives the 
student an impression of profundity and solidity. 
Perhaps with a little more attention to rhetoric 
Mr. Peterson and his confreres will be able to 
construct a first-class system. I recommend that 
they study closely the methods of Bruce Lowe 
and his prophet, William Allison, who from ut- 
terly nonsensical principles constructed a system 
that rocked the world of Thoroughbred breeding. 
What Allison could do can surely be done again. 
Come on, Peterson, be plausible and you've got 
something. 


Embrujo 


N this part of the world you occasionally hear 

a breeder opine that if a horse comes from 
the male line of *Rock Sand he isn’t likely to be 
much force as a stallion. Such opinions were 
heard, at least, before Pilate came along. In 
North America the reputation of *Rock Sand is 
that he was a great broodmare sire, and, having 
been “typed,” as they say in Hollywood, he is 
supposed to remain just that and nothing more. 
This frequently provokes me into making a 
speech about the folly of male-line worship. 

It happens that *Rock Sand’s best son, Tracery, 
was sent abroad and never returned to these 
shores. The line carries on modestly in England. 
But in South America it has, in Congreve, a rep- 
resentative which must be ranked with the great- 
est sires alive today. (Incidentally, Reading, 
which is apparently the best 3-year-old of the 
young season in Australia, is also a *Rock Sand- 
line horse, being by Marconigram, by Abbots 
Trace, by Tracery.) 

The latest example of top class from this re- 
markably prepotent horse is Embrujo, a 3-year- 
old chestnut colt out of the stakes-winning mare 
Encore, by Your Majesty, second dam Efilet, by 
Let Fly (by White Eagle). Congreve is by 
Copyright (son of Tracery) out of Per Noi, by 
Perrier. Since Perrier and Your Majesty are 
both by Persimmon, this son of St. Simon repre- 
sents the closest inbreeding in the pedigres. 
*Kayak II is also by Congreve from a mare by 
Your Majesty, and thus shows the same inbreed- 
ing to Persimmon. 


Embrujo has won in Argentina the Polla de 
Potrillos (Two Thousand Guineas), the Gran 
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Premio Jockey Club (about 11, miles), and the 
Gran Premio Nacional (Derby). Thus he keeps 
intact the record of Congreve that he has been 
represented, in every crop he has sired, by a crack 
race horse. Congreve’s first get raced in 1935. 
That year his son Ix won the Argentine Derby. 
The next year Congreve's best son was the top- 
class Medicis, but the Derby went to Camerino, 
son of Congreve’s sire, Copyright. In 1937, Que- 
maita, son of Congreve, won the Derby. In 1938 
*Sorteado won the classic. Now Embrujo has 
taken the 1939 renewal—the third in five years 
to fall to a son of Congreve. Further, the second 
horse in this year’s running was Bon Vin, another 
son of Congreve. 


ILLINOIS 
Dates for 1940 


N November 29 the Illinois State Racing Com- 

mission set dates for five of the Chicago 
tracks, deferred action on the application of 
Sportsman’s Park because, owing to the recent 
death of Edward J. O'Hare, the set-up of that 
track was uncertain. The commission said it had 
not been advised as to the successor to the late 
president, or the ownership of the 3,490 shares of 
stock (out of 10,000) which he held. Dates for 
the other tracks:

Distribution Minimum 


Last year the average daily distribution at 
Fairmount Park was $4,532, at Sportsman’s Park 
$5,890. The other Illinois tracks averaged from 
$7,236 daily to $12,537. On November 29, taking 
a step unusual with racing commissions, the IIli- 
nois State Racing Commission ruled that no li- 
cense to conduct a meeting shall be issued to any 
applicant which shall award purses averaging 
less than $6,800 a day during the proposed meet- 
ing. 

The Aurora track had no meeting last year, 
but in 1938 its average daily distribution was 
$5,277, which represented an advance over 1937. 
Since the Aurora track has been awarded dates 
for 1940, a considerable increase in purses must 
be presumed. And if Fairmount Park and Sports- 
man’s Park enter the 1940 scene in Illinois, they 
will have to raise their distribution sharply.

Better Season 


Unofficial figures, at the end of the Maryland 
racing season, indicated a return of about $1,- 
160,000 to the State in taxes of all sorts (except 
real estate taxes), an increase of about $250,000 
over 1938. A part of this (about $50,000), can be 
accounted for by the fact that the major tracks 
had 96 days of racing in 1938, 104 days this year, 
because four days were frozen off the 1938 fall 
meeting at Bowie, and four extra days allowed 
the track this year as compensation. A good 
deal of the increase is at the half-mile tracks, but 
major tracks have done fairly well this year 
also.

KENTUCKY 


Statistics for the Season 


EENELAND, Latonia, and Dade Park each 

had the same number of days of racing in 
1939 as in 1938, but Churchill Downs had three 
days fewer, shortening the Kentucky season to 
100 days this year. There were 767 races run, 
as against 788 the year before. Purse distribu- 
tion increased at Keeneland, fell at the three 
other tracks, both in total amount and in daily 
average, so that the daily average for the entire 
State was lowered about $230 daily. 

At Dade Park the drop was negligible, being 
only about $36 daily, but the daily average fell 
about $600 at Churchill Downs, about $300 at La- 
tonia. At Keeneland the average increased about 
$400 daily. The comparison of the two seasons:

Keeneland led the tracks in winning favorites, 
with 40 per cent of the first choices succeeding. 
Churchill Downs had 38 per cent winning favor- 
ites, Latonia had 37 per cent, and Dade Park 30 
per cent. At the Keeneland fall meeting 46 per 
cent of the favorites won. 

Belair Stud, whose Johnstown won the Ken- 
tucky Derby, was leading owner of the year with 
$46,350, and the white, red dots, were not up 
again in Kentucky during the year. Arnold 
Hanger, whose Roman Flag won the Breeders’ 
Futurity at Keeneland, was second with $16,307. 
Johnstown and Roman Flag were first and sec- 
ond as money-winning horses, and W. L. Brann’s 
Challedon, which won the overnight Tranter 
Purse at Keeneland, and was second in the Derby, 
was third with earnings of $10,300. 


Luther Stivers Dies 


On December 1 Luther Stivers, 74-year-old 
Lexington horse breeder and owner, tobacco 
grower, warehouseman, and Fayette County com- 
missioner, died at his home, having failed to 
rally from a heart attack suffered two weeks 
earlier. 

Mr. Stivers, born in Fayette County in 1865, 
bred and owned both Thoroughbreds and Stand- 
ardbreds. He owned Uncle Luther, a good 2- 
year-old of 1929, winner of the Derby Trial at 
three, but later killed at exercise. He bred and 
owned the pacer Walter Stone, which he drove 
to a record of 2:0812, and at the time of his 
death owned a promising 2-year-old filly in Edith 
S., which had a record of 2:03%4. 

He was one of the first to build a loose leaf 
tobacco sales warehouse, and he erected a num- 
ber of them, including the Peoples’ Warehouse, 
which he still owned and operated at the time 
of his death. He was honored as “grand old man 
of tobacco” at the recent tobacco carnival in Lex- 
ington. He had held several minor political of- 
fices and two years ago was elected Fayette 
County commissioner. 

He is survived by his wife, whom he married 
in 1892, a son, two grandchildren, a great grand- 
child, a sister, and a brother. 

Eugene B. Gorham, Thoroughbred breeder, has 
succeeded Mr. Stivers as county commissioner.

Bowie Closes 


HE end of the 15-day Bowie meeting and the 
1939 Maryland season came December 2, 
with Prince Georges Park, as it is almost never 
called, enjoying one of its most successful meet- 
ings of recent years. Several factors helped the 
track, which last year had its last four days 
frozen off. The weather remained good until the 
last day, there were fairly good horses in action, 
there was no competition from other tracks, and 
the bookmakers had been seriously crippled by 
the shut-down of their wire service. 

The persons who make racing selections often 
are also the ones who write about the racing, so 
when the favorites begin going down there is a 
good deal of journalistic criticism. So the last 
four days of the meeting brought a few objec- 
tions, for only two favorites won from the last 
28 races. The meeting began well, with four 
favorites winning on the first day (there were 
seven races daily all through the meeting). The 
second week was quite formful, with 18 favorites 
from 42 races. But on Wednesday and Thursday 
of last week a lone favorite scored on each day, 
and on the Friday and Saturday not one could 
get in. Altogether, 30 favorites, or 29 per cent, 
won in the 105 races of the meeting. While far 
from good, this is also far from the bottom in 
formful racing. But by the end of the meeting 
racing writers were sniping industriously at sev- 
eral trainers whose horses had been beaten at 
rather short odds, had won at longer prices in 
better company. 

But on the financial side, the meeting was an 
unqualified success. Betting averaged between 
$25,000 and $30,000 more than in 1938, and at- 
tendance was far better. 


Slop Helps War Dog 


Late fall racing is never too formful, and 
favorites were beaten at Bowie last week with 
a good deal of regularity. The climax came on 
the closing day, December 2, when not a favorite 
scored in seven races. The feature of the day 
was the Thomas K. Lynch Memorial Handicap 
($5,000 added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles), in which 
W. L. Brann’s Challephen (119) was favored, 
with Great Union (117) given a good chance to 
beat him. 

But Falaise Stable’s War Dog (3, 110), with 
Jockey M. Berg in the saddle, came shooting out 
of the Puett gate at high speed, well suited by 
the sloppy racing strip. He was never caught or 
seriously threatened, and he came to the finish 
well in hand, winner by five lengths. Great

Union, hard hustled to keep a forward position, 
raced in second place to the stretch but had noth- 
ing for a drive, and dropped back steadily.

Challephen, beginning slowly, went out to get 
room in the last half-mile, closed well to take 
second place, a half-length in front of Belair 
Stud’s Wise Lady (3, 107's). H. Friedberg’s 
Bala Ormont (3, 105), third most of the way, 
finished fourth two lengths farther back, and was 
followed in order by Clodion (110), Manie O’Hara 
(106), *Aluminio (106), Great Union, and Sortie 
Star (105). Time, :24, 4835, 1:13%5, 1:40%, 
1:47%5, track sloppy. Stakes division, $4,500, 
$1,000, $500, $250. 

In 20 starts, War Dog has won six races, 
finished second twice, third five times, and has 
earned $14,305. He won the Scarsdale Handicap 
at Empire City October 28, and particulars of his 
pedigree and history appeared in THE BLOoop- 
HORSE of November 4, page 568. 


Brann Leads in Maryland 


W. L. Brann led all owners in money won in 
Maryland this year. His stable, paced by Challe- 
don, earned a total of $112,790 in Maryland, 
placing him far ahead of E. R. Bradley, whose 
horses earned $38,580. A. C. C. Stable (Henry 
Hecht, H. G. Bedwell) was third with $36,935. 
Bimelech’s Pimlico Futurity accounted for most 
of the Bradley earnings, and Sun Egret was the 
leading winner for A. C. C. Stable. A total of 
467 persons, including 131 women, shared in the 
purse distribution in Maryland this year.

Results by Radio? 


Since the shut-down of the Nationwide News 
Service, bookmakers have generally continued to 
operate, but without satisfactory means of get- 
ting results and odds quickly. On November 29 
District Attorney William J. Campbell, who was 
chiefly responsible for closing the Nationwide 
service, said he was beginning an investigation 
of radio broadcasts of race results in Illinois. He 
expected to discover what stations were broad- 
casting racing information, and whether the 
volume of such broadcasts had been recently in- 
creased. 

On the same day there was a little action on 
the Eastern front of Moses L. Annenberg’s strug- 
gle with the Federal government. Attorney Gen- 
eral Murphy said the income tax case against 
Annenberg would probably reach a conclusion 
soon. He said a plea of guilty had been dis- 
cussed, was not at all certain.

Meade's Year 


At the end of the Bowie meeting, Donald 
Meade had ridden 255 winners this year, and was 
beyond catching in the race for jockey honors. 
If he can get six more winners in Florida in De- 
cember, he will beat Johnny Adams’ 1937 record, 
but he has little chance of passing the mark of 
301 which Jack Westrope set in 1933. But no 
other jockeys have ridden more winners in one 
year than Meade since 1908, when Vincent Pow- 
ers, now a steeplechase trainer for Greentree 
Stable, rode 324 winners. The all-time record of 
388, set by Walter Miller in 1906, seems likely to 
stand for many more years. Miller had a record 
number of 1,384 mounts or, with Sundays count- 
ed out, an average of more than four mounts 4 
day all year. 
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CALIFORNIA 


Tanforan 


HEN Tanforan began its 25-day meeting this 

fall, officials were justified in expecting a 
fall from last year’s betting, because support in 
the San Francisco area has been dropping off 
steadily for the last several years, and Bay 
Meadows, running immediately before Tanforan, 
had suffered a decline. The first two days of the 
meeting justified the expectation, falling below 
the corresponding days last year. But then Na- 
tionwide News Service suspended operations, and 
with competition from handbooks greatly re- 
duced, Tanforan suddenly went ahead of 1938 
figures, and exceeded them for 11 consecutive 
days. At the end of the first 13 days of the 
meeting, the pari-mutuel turnover averaged $141,- 
316 daily, which represents an increase of about 
$16,000 daily over the average for the 1938 win- 
ter meeting, at approximately the same dates. 

If this support continues it will be in spite of 
the Tanforan management, not because of it. 
California celebrated Thanksgiving on November 
23, but the track took little notice of it. Patrons 
wagered $236,060, or about $33,000 more than on 
Thanksgiving in 1938. They got a $700 allow- 
ance race at six furlongs and seven cheap claim- 
ing races for their money. Minimum purses are 
$600, set at this figure because of the falling in- 
terest in racing in the district, and despite the 
unexpected increase in patronage the programs 
have not been improved. Horsemen will not 
benefit from the increase in revenue, though they 
were to have had the expected decline passed on 
to them. 

On December 2 a $2,000 overnight handicap 
(the same event was a stakes last year) was 
won by C. T. Leavitt’s Jubal Junior, by *Rosolio 
Il. An allowance event was offered at 21 
miles, and this was won by E. B. Johnson’s Eng- 
lish Harry, a 4-year-old by Mowlee. The time 
was 4:25, necessarily a track record because it 
was the first race at Tanforan at that distance. 
The 12-year-old Malicious ran third in this event. 


El Chico Destroyed 


An injury similar to that which ended the rac- 
ing and the life of *Sorteado this fall, closed the 
career of William Ziegler, Jr.'s El Chico at Santa 
Anita Park December 1. The John P. Grier colt 
was being galloped at the track in preparation 
for the handicaps of the winter meeting when he 
apparently struck himself, pulled up after a 
three-furlong work with the sesamoid bones of 
his left fore leg fractured. An X-ray showed 
virtually no possibility of saving him for the 
stud, and he was destroyed. 

El Chico (the little one), so named because he 
was so small, was bred by the Hon. Leslie Combs, 
of Lexington, and was sold to Mr. Ziegler for 
$2,700 at Saratoga in 1937. In 1938 he was the 
2-year-old champion, winning all of his seven 
starts and $84,100. This year he proved a dis- 
appointment as far as major 3-year-old honors 
were concerned, showed a marked tendency to 
sprint. But he won two races and was second in 
the Narragansett Handicap, third in the Po- 
tomac Handicap. Altogether he started 18 times, 
won nine races, finished second four times, third 
once, and earned $88,050. 

As a 2-year-old champion he was insured for 
$100,000. The figure was considerably reduced 
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this year, but the exact amount of the policy in 
force at the time of his death was not made 
public. 


Oakland Track 


On November 26 a ground-breaking ceremony 
was held on the site of a proposed new race track 
at Oakland, in the San Francisco district. On 
November 28 the California Horse Racing Board 
announced that on December 1 it would meet in 
Los Angeles, have a preliminary discussion as to 
whether the track would be licensed. George 
Killion, a member of the board, said that no 
license would be granted ‘without a complete 
investigation into the need for a third track”’ in 
the area. The “need’’ will be based on the fact 
that during the last fiscal year Bay Meadows 
paid $272,812 into the State treasury, and $255,- 
853 was garnered from Tanforan. 


Seabiscuit's Status 


On November 29 Charles S. Howard’s Sea- 
biscuit unloaded without incident at Santa Anita 
Park, for his fourth attempt on the Santa Anita 
Handicap. In his first two ventures, in 1937 and 
1938, he was second to Rosemont and Stagehand 
respectively. Last winter he went wrong in train- 
ing shortly before the race, which was won by 
his stablemate *Kayak II. He has been taking 
slow gallops at Tanforan, and even Trainer Tom 
Smith has little way of knowing yet whether the 
Hard Tack horse will stand training again. 


LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


HE ninth day of the long winter meeting at 
the Fair Grounds came December 2, the 


_ seven-race program featured by the $1,500 over- 


night Biloxi Handicap for 2-year-olds. Winner 
and favorite was Mrs. C. Gregory’s Battery, a 
*Cohort colt bred by A. C. Bostwick, and now a 
winner of two of his five starts. A supporting 
event was a 1 1-16-mile handicap for 3-year-olds 
and up, and was won by C. E. Davison’s Chance 
Ray, 7-year-old Chance Play gelding, which also 
was favored in the betting. Form players should 
have had a banner day, for six of the seven races 
were won by the favorites, and the other went to 
a strongly played third choice at 3%. to 1.

Lawrin To Train Again 


Lawrin, winner of the Flamingo Stakes and 
Kentucky Derby of 1938, went to the stud last 
spring at Herbert M. Woolf’s Woolford Farm, 
near Kansas City, replacing his sire, Insco, which 
died suddenly when his reputation was at. its 
peak. Ten foals by him are expected next 
spring, and Lawrin will make the 1940 stud sea- 
son. But the tendon which stopped his racing 
in July, 1938, is hard again, and last week Mr. 
Woolf said that the horse would be trained again 
after the breeding season closes. Ross Higdon 
will train him, along with the Eastern division 
of the stable. Another division will race in the 
West, in care of Howard Hoffman. 
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BOOKS 


Broodmare Yearbook 


HIS is the story of a remarkable coincidence. 
A few years ago a young man, Kenton R. 
Wright, of Rockford, Ill., attended the Lexington 
Fall Sales, made a purchase or two. While in 
Lexington he came to the office of THE BLOOpD- 
HORSE and inquired where he could obtain a book 
which would summarize the racing records of the 
produce of Thoroughbred broodmares. We told 
him there was no such book available, added that 
some day we hoped to be able to provide such a 
record. 

In the issue of March, 1939, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
finally got around to announcing tentative plans 
for the publication of such a work. It would be 
very expensive to compile such records aud pub- 
lish them in suitable form and with a durable 
binding. The book would necessarily have a lim- 
ited sale. Therefore THE BLOOD-HORSE offered to 
produce a book of broodmare records if enough 
subscriptions were received in advance to pay for 
it. The magazine agreed to do the work without 
profit, to pro-rate the cost among the subscribers, 
and guaranteed that the price per book would not 
exceed $50. The response was favorable, and the 
compilation was begun in the spring, with the ex- 
pectation that the book would be ready for dis- 
tribution sometime in the spring of 1940. 

In the fall of 1939 Kenton R. Wright returned 
to Lexington, offering, at $20 a copy, a Brood- 
mare Yearbook, 1934-1938, Inclusive, THE BLoopD- 
HORSE was very much surprised. Mr. Wright 
said he was very much surprised to find that 
THE BLOOD-HORSE was working on a book of 
broodmare records. He had known nothing of it, 
he said, until he arrived in Lexington. 

Mr. Wright’s book, printed in large type, bound 
in paper, summarizes the racing records of all 
starters during the five-year period ending with 
1938. The following is a sample of the style used:

The main points of difference from the record 
as it will be given in TIE BLOOD-HORSE book are 
these: The Wright book gives the racing record of 
all horses which started in the five-year period; 
we give the records only of winners. The Wright 
book gives no figures of any sort outside the five- 
year period; we give the complete totals for all 
the winners of any mare included in the book, 
whether they won within the five-year period or 
earlier. Our book will give, for each mare, the 
total number of foals to reach racing age, will 
present the names of stakes winners in a special 
type, will arrange winners chronologically, will 
give brief pedigrees for the mares, will include 
English and French winnings of American-bred 
horses. The Wright book contains no index; 
THE BLOOD-HORSE book will index mares by brood- 
mare sires, will index all winners, and, if the 
money holds out, may index all winners by sires. 
The book will be printed on the best of paper 
and will have the most substantial binding avail- 
able. THE BLOOD-HORSE book will also include 
racing of 1939. 

The Wright book should become a valuable ad- 
dition to the reference books of American racing, 
especially if it is followed by others in which the

records are allowed to accumulate. On the score 
of accuracy the first edition does not rate high. 
There are numerous errors in the spelling of 
names, and a check made in the office of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE revealed a fairly high percentage of 
small errors in money totals. But there is a vast 
amount of information included, and Mr. Wright 
is to be commended for his exertions and his fi- 
nancial risk to provide such a record. 


Despite the unexpected appearance of the 
Wright book, THE BLOOD-HORSE is going ahead 
with its plans to publish its contemplated book of 
records. There are now 183 subscriptions, enough 
to bring the price per copy well below the $50 
maximum provided. J.A. E.

Leading Owners 


Statistics compiled for Daily Racing Form, in- 
cluding racing of November 25, indicate that 
William Woodward's Belair Stud will lead the 
list of American owners in 1939 for the first time. 
The Belair horses have earned a total of $283,- 
750, the largest sum won by one stable in the 
last four years. Charles S. Howard, who led the 
list in 1937, is second with $248,700. W. L. Brann, 
who appeared among the leading owners for the 
first time last year (he was twelfth), is third 
with $221,545, and E. R. Bradley is fourth with 
$157,630. Greentree Stable is fifth ($142,895), 
and Millsdale Stable, Alfred Vanderbilt, Woolford 
Farm, Mrs. Emil Denemark, and Wheatley Stable 
follow in order to make up the first 10. 

For the first time since the turn of the cen- 
tury, the leadership has changed every year for 
the last six years. In the 32 years from 1902- 
1933 inclusive, a few stables dominated the 
leadership. Harry Payne Whitney led six times; 
his son C. V. Whitney led four times. James R. 
Keene led in four seasons; H. F. Sinclair and S. 
C. Hildreth led three years each; J. W. Schorr 
and J. K. L. Ross led two years each.

Gannet Dies 


The most fortunate claim of the year was the 
2-year-old Gannet, which Jack Howard took from 
Brookmeade Stable for $3,500 for the account of 
his employer, B. F. Whitaker. Gannet won five 
races from eight starts, including the Youthful 
and Tremont Stakes, and nearly $10,000. But 
last week Gannet contracted shipping fever en 
route to Hialeah Park and died. His owner had 
refused an offer of $20,000 for him. A son of 
Okapi—Willet, by Dunlin, he was bred by Brook- 
meade Stable.

Hairan and Bel Aethel 


{{7 ALTER J. SALMON, of New York, master 

of Mereworth Stud at Lexington, appar- 
ently believes more strongly than ever in the 
future of Thoroughbred racing and breeding, at 
the end of his first 20 years in the sport. At the 
1,280-acre Mereworth Stud there are now six 
stallions in service, Display, Bold Venture, Ariel, 
Infinite, *Swift and Sure, and *Alfred the Great. 
But Mereworth Stud now owns about 100 brood- 
mares, besides which there are a few boarders 
at the farm. So Mr. Salmon for some time has 
been on the lookout for an additional stallion or 
two. 

Tuesday of this week Dr. Robert H. Bardwell, 
manager of Mereworth, announced that Mr. Sal- 
mon had purchased two young stallions, subject 
to their delivery in New York. The new Mere- 
worth horses are Hairan and Bel Aethel, both 
high-class stakes winners in Europe, both beau- 
tifully bred, and just beginning their stud careers. 
Shipping arrangements were not announced, but 
the horses are expected to arrive (by passenger 
boat) in America some time this month. 

Hairan is a bay horse, foaled in 1932, by Fair- 
way (one of the first crop of that brilliant sire) 
out of Harpsichord, by Louvois out of *Golden 
Harp, by Llangibby. He is a half-brother to 
the stakes winners *Royal Minstrel, Havelock, 
and Qurrat-al-Ain, whose first two foals were 
the good stakes winners Bahuddin and Tahir. 
Hairan won nearly $35,000 in first monies in Eng- 
land, his victories including the Whitsuntide Foal, 
Coventry, and Dewhurst Stakes at two, the Sus- 
sex Stakes at three, and the Victoria Cup at four, 
besides placing in other important races. Hairan 
stands about 16 hands tall. 

Bel Aethel, a brown horse foaled in 1933, is 
another of the remarkable brood of the great 
producer Plucky Liege. He is by *Aethelstan II, 
one of the best sons of *Teddy, and is thus a 
three-quarters brother to *Sir Gallahad III, *Bull 
Dog, and *Quatre Bras II and a half-brother to 
the Derby winner Bois Roussel and the top-class 
stakes winner Admiral Drake. He will be the 
sixth of the produce of Plucky Liege to be im- 
ported to the United States, the others being 
*Sir Gallahad III, *Bull Dog, *Quatre Bras II, 
*“Marguerite de Valois, and *Diane de Poitiers, 
the latter a full sister to Bel Aethel. 

In France Bel Aethel won 149,027 francs, in- 
cluding the important Prix Daru (101 furlongs) 
and in England, as a 4-year-old, he won the 
Coronation Cup (112 miles), giving 28 pounds to 
the second horse and 18 pounds to the third. He 
made his first season in the stud in 1939, Hairan 
in 1937. 

Fees for Bel Aethel and Hairan are announced 
in an advertisement in this issue. 


New Hertz Farm 


Reigh Count, champion of that remarkable 
crop of race horses foaled in 1925, will soon be 
installed in a new home where he probably will 
spend the remainder of his days. The Bourbon 
County, Kentucky, farm purchased some time 
ago by Mrs. John D. Hertz, has now been im- 
proved until it is ready for occupancy. This 
month will see the transfer of the stallion from 
Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud to the new 
Hertz farm, which lies just across Stoner Creek 


from Claiborne, and of the Hertz mares from 
Leona Farms at Cary, IIl. 

The new farm, for which a name will soon be 
selected, will be under the management of Ralph 
(Carl) Baird, who will be in residence there after 
December 15. Mr. Baird is now arranging to 
transfer the mares (numbering about two dozen) 
and weanlings from Leona Farm to the Kentucky 
establishment. It is the plan of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hertz to continue to have their yearlings broken 
at Leona. 

During the first six years of his stud life Reigh 
Count stood at Leona Farms, and he made an 
excellent record there. The foals he got there, 
and which lived to racing age, numbered 121, of 
which 83 (69 per cent) were winners, and 15 
were stakes winners, including Lady Reigh, Con- 
tessa, Our Count, Count Arthur, Count Morse, 
Count Stone, Grey Count, Rudie, and Governor 
Chandler. For the 1936 season Reigh Count was 
moved to Claiborne, and he remained there 
through the 1939 season. 


FLORIDA 
Widener Week 


HE last week of the Hialeah Park meeting 

which opens January 10 and runs through 
March 2, will be made particularly attractive this 
year, with two stakes events and three high-class 
overnight events featuring the five days before 
the running of the $50,000 added Widener Handi- 
cap on the closing Saturday. On Monday, Feb- 
ruary 26, a six-furlong overnight race named the 
Bougainvillea will engage high-class sprinters. 
The following day the Ponce de Leon Claiming 
Stakes at 11, miles, will be run. On Wednesday 
the winter-raced 2-year-olds will contest the three- 
furlong Hialeah Juvenile Championship. The 
Thursday feature will be a two-mile race over the 
turf course, for horses which have raced at 11% 
miles or more during the meeting.

Lou Anger has resigned from his position as 
president and general manager of the Baja Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club (Agua Caliente) because of 
other duties. 

Irving Cummings, Jr., son of a well known 
motion picture director, has been granted a 
trainer’s license in California, and will handle his 
father’s horses. 

The presbytery of Los Angeles, deciding it 
could not conscientiously use money derived from 
racing, returned a check for $150 to the Holly- 
wood Turf Club. 

Mountain Top and Co-Pilot, both owned by 
Mrs. M. R. Waugh, died at the Fair Grounds re- 
cently of pneumonia, contracted while being 
shipped from Maryland. 

Martin Stainforth, English painter of horses 
who is a familiar figure in Kentucky and at 
Eastern race tracks, has gone to Maryland, to 
paint Challedon for W. L. Brann. 

Sparking, a Sting colt owned by Cannaday 
Farm, got out of the maiden ranks at Bowie No- 
vember 22 when he won the first race, got back 
in again when he was disqualified. 

Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Finance, a *Bull Dog 
gelding which was bitten by a bull dog last sum- 
mer and seriously maimed, has fully recovered, 
and will be trained again next spring.

Isinglass was by Isonomy. staver extraordinary, and twice winner of the Ascot Gold Cup. (Isonomy is 
sire of *Dancing Water, grandam of Ultimus.) John o’ Gaunt’s dam was La Fleche, one of the greatest 
race mares of modern times. which won the Oaks. St Leger, Ascot Gold Cup and $173.515. La Fleche 
was by unbeaten St. Simon, winner of the Ascot Gold Cup. John o' Gaunt’s grandam, Quiver, also pro- 
duced Memoir, winner the Oaks. St. Leger, etc., and $86,500. Memoir was sister to La Fleche. Quiver 
was also dam of Maid Marian, dam of Polymelus which established the male line of Bend Or in England. 


MY SWEETHEART—SECOND DAM OF SUPREMUS. 


My Sweetheart placed at two and is a daughter of Galeazzo by Galopin, good stakes winner of 
$27,135. At two Galeazzo won the Rous Memorial, Chesterfield Nursery, etc.. and at three the Newmar- 
ket Stakes 11, miles. Galeazzo was a successful sire in Italy, getting Saturno, winner Italian Derby.

My Sweetheart was three-fourths sister to Kibwesi, and half-sister to Challacombe, winner of the 
St. Leger, and to Chancery, dam of Chantrey, winner of Prince of Wales’ Stakes, etc., and three other 
good stakes winners. My Sweetheart is out of Ladv Chancellor which produced seven winners and pro- 
ducers of stakes winners. The next dam, Lady Cecil. founded a modern family of stakes winners in 
Italy. Belgium, England, and America.
